Fall Plowing for Cat-wormas. 

Prof. E. W. Doran, Entomologist to 
the State Board of Agriculture of Ten- 
nessee, writing of cut-worths, says: 

A great many remedies for cut- 
worms have been suggested, but per- 
haps the most efficient is that of fall 
plowing. Some of our most intelligent 
and wide-awake farmers are very posi- 
tive in regard to the value of this rem- 
edy, and back their asserticns with 


records of careful observations. As 


is well known, the cut-worm usually 
asses the winter in the larval ‘stage. 
he eggs are deposited by the parent 
moth in the latter part of the summer. 


the abundance of their food plants, 
they are rarely observed at that time. 
When winter comes on, being about 
half grown, they form little cells in the 
ground in which they hibernate. If the 
ground be plowed late in the fall, the 
worms Will be thrown out, their cells 
broken up, and their destruction com- 
leted. The plowing should be done 
ate in the season, after the worms 
have prépared for hibernation. This is 
—— worthy of a thorough trial, 
especially in districts badly infested last 
he worms usually seem to be 
worse on clover or other pasture lands. 
Grape Crops. . 
There is considerable rivalry among 
viticulturists as to the largest yield per 
acre Of grapes produced during the sen- 
son just closed. A Sonoma county vin- 
yardist gathered 50 tons from 33 acres, 
or at the rate of over 14 tons to the 
acre. This was claimed to be the larg- 
eat yield secured, but a raisin-grape
